mittee. 

The committee also rejected an- 
ether proposal by Wilbur that the 
President be empowered to s5us- 
pend the proposcd construction 
either in part or in whole at any 
time he may deem it advisable. 

Fiftecn members voted against 
Wilbur on the first proposal with 
one. McClintic (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
recording himself as present. The 
Secretdry’s second request was re- 
jected 15 to 1, McClintic voting to 
support Wilbur. 

No “Paper Ficct.” 

Immediately after the meeting 
four Republican members, Chair- 
man Butler, Britten of Illinois, 
Darrow of Pennsylvania and An- 
drew of Massachusetts, interpreted 
the committee’s action as a posi- 
tive expression in favor of “actual 
fron and steel’ ships instead of a 
possible ‘“‘paper ficet.” 

Butler explained that a majority 
of the committee felt that in any 
new warship construction bill it 
might report to the House, a spe- 
cific time for completion should be 
provided. Otherwise, he said, 
there would be no assurance to the 
vountry_that all or any of the ves- 
sels would ever be launched. 

Cites Previous Fiasco. 

“If we had only a straight au- 
thorization for the vessels, they 
might never be constructed,” the 
committee chairman continued. 
“What the committce decided to 
do today was to provide that this 
fleet shall be built by mechanics 
and not by paper makers.” 

The chairman recalled that last 
session the Budget Bureau failed 
te recommend funds to start con- 
struction on the last three of the 
eight cruisers authorized in 1924, 
and that funds for these ships were 
previded by Congress in spite of 
the budget recommendations.

McClintic said after the meet- 
ing that Secretary Wilbur in pre- 
senting the program had declared 
it was in harmony with President 
Coolidge’s fiscal plans and that he

“Slap in Face” for Coolidge. 

“To refuse this request would 
look like a slap in the face,” he 
said. “In the event of another 
disarmament conference it would 
be impossible for the President to 
hold up the building even though 
he might consider it advisable. I 
don’t think he would have asked 
authority to put the brakes on 
construction unless he felt that he 
should have that power.” 

The motion to provide for a def- 
‘nite date of completion was of- 
fered by Darrow. It follows: “It 
Is the sense of this committee that 
the new construction program shal! 
provide for a five-year program to 
be completed in eight years, stat- 
ing the maximum number of ehips 
to be undertaken each year, and 
the maximum cost of the Same and 
following the principle of the five- 
year aviation program adopted by 
Congress last year.”

Cuban President Says Congress

sume the role of a_ tribunal to 
judge the Nicaraguan problem or 
the general policy of the United 
States with respect to intervention 
in small states, as the Congress 
has no such rights.

Congress are without efficacy, if 


they lack the support of all the 
members,” he said, ““‘These are my 
opinions, and they are based on the 
instructions the Cuban delegation 
has received. 

“I desire to regard the Monroe 


' Doctrine as representing the noble 


action of a Prseident of the United 
States who prevented the recon- 
quest of America at the time of the 
holy alliance. The Monroe Doc- 
trine was, and ought to remain, the 
common. defensive policy for the 
territorial integrity of . America. 
The Monroe Doctrine is not only 
compatible with the sovereignty of 
America below the Rio Grande, but 
is a documgnt giving the greatest 
force to that right. 

“Cuba’s .membership in the 
League of Nations does not influ- 
ence Cuba’s adherence to the Pan- 
American Union.”

days and five nights, William fF,

The men went out on the barge

theater downtown where a four or five thousand seat house can 
be erected to wage war upon the movie palaces which are making 
things tougher every day for the variety business. At the same time 
the makers ‘of the film plays are realizing that the movie theaters 
are shoving their product into the background with the extensive 
stage shows but the house owners are paying little attention having 
determinéd to keep up the type of show which has proved popular 
—and expensive.

In ‘the meantime work on the Fox Theater on Grand avenue is 
progressing and while Fox films will, of course, be shown there, the 


‘stage shows are expected to grow into greater prominence than ever. 


This new house is to be one of the largest in .the country. With an 
auditoriym dome eight stories high, with the largest clear span 
balceny in the world, with roof trusses that are the largest ever 
used in St. Louis, with an audience capacity, counting standing room, 
of 7500, with a summer refrigerating system of 600 tons capacity 
and the first broadcasting station in a St. Louis theater the new 
theater is going to break some building records at least. As to box 
office records in an already overseated town—well that is some- 
thing else again. 


OWER transformers for the theater will be large enough to op- 
Peers all the street cars in St. Louis. As for the lighting sys- 

tem, the bank of three transformers would be enough to light 
most of the highways in the State. There are 157 miles of ctv- 
ered wire for lighting alone, from lamp cord size to one and a half 
inches in diameter, encased in 200 tons of iron pipe conduits one- 
half inch to five inches in diameter. There are to be 25.000 in- 
candescent lamps in the theater and shops, ranging from 10 watts 
for aisle lights to 2000 watts in the projection machina In the 
theater sign that will extend up the entire height of the building, and 
in the marquise that extends over the sidewalk there will be 12,000 
incandescent. lamps.

The 
exhibitor believes from experience 
that this ig the proper amount of 
entertainment to give his patrons 
for their money. Of this twe hours 
and 10 minutes, the motion picture 
entertainment usually takes up an 
hour and 19 or 15 minutes. This 
does not include the newsree and 
a two-ree] comedy or other screen 
Even with these the ex- 
hibitor is faced with the neecssity 
of providing something which will 
eccupy the rest of the time. 

To do this he has resorted to 
stage shows. These shows are cre- 
ated by producers of stage acts. 
The producer of the stage show, 
being a creator, occasionally allows 
his enthusiasm for his own handi- 
work to run away with him. Then 
the stage entertainment encroaches 
on the time and position which 
rightfully belong to the screen. 
Then it is that the so-called pres- 
entation becomes menace to the 
picture. 

I want to make myself perfectly 
clear: The film must always be 
the main attraction in any motion 
picture theater. The time con- 
sumed by the feature and the sup- 
porting film entertainment sghouid 
be tee basic time around* which 
the stage manager builds his show. 
When stage acts are necessary to 
round out a compiete program 
those acts should be subordinated 
to the film. Certainly the stage 
act should not be allowed to run 
so long as to crowd out worthy 
film comedies and newsreelis, 
Above all the stage entertainment 
should not be of such length and 
nature as to leave the patrons 
weary when the feature picture is 
thrown upon the screen. It is the 
feature picture that the patrons 
have come into the house to see. 
If this be not true, then the whole 
motion picture business is not true. 
Just as the program within the 
theater must be arranged so that 
the picture is the main feature so 
it is Paeitgyn that the theater's ad- 
vertising must present the picture 
as he main attraction. I have no 
patience whatsoever with film

OMEWHERE in the 
Indian Ocean, the 
Hermit of the Sea is 
on his way home.

— he set sail from 
Cannes, France, alone on a small sail- 
ing yacht, this quaint voyager has nav- 
igated three of the earth’s five oceans. 
With nothing approaching nearer 
human companionship than books and 
a phonograph, he tossed for 101 days 
on the stormy Atlantic. For other 
weeks on end he traveled down the 
American coast from New York to 
Panama. A lonely tour through the 
Pacific islands consumed the succeed- 
ing months and now, at last, he is 
heading back to France by way of 
the Suez Canal and Mediterranean 
Sea. To date he has voyaged some- 
thing in excess of 20,000 miles, navi- 
gating his craft, manipulating his own 
sails, preparing his own food. He is 
owner of the 10-ton yacht, the ‘‘Fire- 
crest,”’ and he is navigator, captain 
and crew as well.

Trav- 
elers pausing here on a trans-Pacific 
journey watched with growing amaze- 
ment as the tiny sail boat appeared 
on the dark ocean and floated silent- 
ly into the blue harbor.

With plenty of water. he 
recovered and was in good physical 
condition when he reached New York. 
With all the hardships, he declared. 
he had not for a moment considered 
turning back. When things looked 
dSlackest he was too ill to turn back 
had he wanted to.

better he was nearer America than 
France, so what was the use? He 
kept on sailing westward and in so 
doing broke the record of Captain Slo- 
cum, who spent 71 days on the Pacific 
in a similar boat. 

Shortly after news of his landing in 
New York became known friends hur- 
ried to offer him help, expecting to 
find a mere shadow of a man after 
such an experience, but they found 
him on a tennis court playing an ex- 
pert game. He was feted and wined 
and dined in New York and a thou- 
sand invitations were showered on 
him, but as soon as the Firecrest’s 
storm damage was repaired he quietly 


slipped out of the harbor and was 


gone. Nobody heard of him again 
until he turned up at the Panama 
Canal, where the American Navy 
squadron gave him the greatest wel- 
come he had ever received. Gerbault 
was very proud of this reception. 
Casting off from Panama after a 
brief sojourn, he showed up next in the 
Marquesas, just below the equator and 
nearly 5000 miles to the west. He 
tarried there for weeks, caught by the 
exotic beauty of the islands and the 
charm and hospitality of a dying race. 
He feasted with the inhabitants on 
two-year-old popoi, which most Euro- 
peans or Americans would consider as 
great a feat as crossing the ocean in 
a yacht. Popoi is not exactly a deli- 
cacy according to European standards, 
though it is regarded as a treat in the 
islands. It is nothing more nor less 
than breadfruit that has been buried 
in the ground until fermented and a

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only two or three have been killed. The 
major disasters have been rather even- 
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rine and we must consider the War- 
time problems. To have effective eyes, 
other weights, some of them extremely 
necessary in war, would have to be 
discarded.” 

And that, in effect, is the answer 
given to all proposals for safety de- 
vices. Representative Anthony J. Grit. 
fin, Democrat, of New York, is the in- 
ventor of a detachable steel raft, to be 
housed between the outer and inner 
walls of the submarine. It is designed 
to fit flush with the deck so that it 
offers no resistance to the ship’s mo- 
tion. Upon the Navy Department’s ob- 
jection that it might chance that the 
raft would be situated over a compart- 
ment that was flooded, Representative 
Griffin replied with a demand that the 
lifeboat or a similar emergency 
device be placed in or above 
every compartment. Griffin has beer 
one of the severest critics of the Guy. 
ernment’s submarine policy. He de 
nounced the Navy Department follovw- 
ing both the S-51 and the S-4 disasters. 


NOTHER safety device is that 
A worked out by Simon Lake, one 
of the inventors principally re- 
sponsible for the modern submarine. 


This, his newest invention, on which | 
“¢ 


he has offered the patent rights free, 

consists of a diving compartment in 

the front and stern of each submarine. 

The diving compartment consists of 

two chambers—an airlock and an 

escape compartment, with doors open- 
ing out from the submarine, so they 
act like a check valve in preventing 
water from entering. Air ‘is first 
pumped into the escape chambers until 
it equalizes the pressure of the water 

Outside of the vessel. 

escape chamber is then opened and 

the person going out enters it. 

Here he finds a diving dress. He 
also finds a buoy with a hose attached 
to it which he sends up to the surface. 
In the buoy is a telephone. It is 
marked so that any vessel seeing it 
will recognize it as coming from the 
submarine. On it they will find di- 
rections telling what to do. 

When the vessel finding the buoy 
stelephones down to the submarine, 
those inside know that someone is at 
the surface ready to receive them. One 
man slips on the diving suit and goes 
Out through a trap door in the bottom 
of the escape chamber, the air pressure 
from within preventing the water from 
entering. The man in the diving suit 
ascends along the line to the buo} 
slowly to avoid a sudden change iv 
pressure; and when he is picked ul 
at the surface gets out of the diving 
sult. His arrival is telephoned back 
to the submerged submarine and & 
second man pulls back the diving 
suit. The process is repeated until 
all have escaped. 

There are many other proposals, but 
to all the Navy Department gives this 
answer, contained in a bulletin issued 
by the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair: 

“Since a submarine is constructed 
Principally for use as a military ve* 
sel, any features not of military value 
which detract materially from the mil- 
itary value of the vessel cannot be 
stalled.’’ 

It is the aim of the Navy Depart- 
ment to keep the submarines always 02

neuvers be conducted in isolated W&- 
ters, where a single craft may oper ate, 
cannot be considered.

There really is nothing to do in 
Kearney on Sunday—nothing that is 
legal, anyway. After church in the 
morning, and the heavy dinner at 
noon, time drags very slowly. Base- 
ball is forbidden by the blue laws. 
So are the movies and the band con- 
certs that formerly afforded a social 
focus for the life of the town. 

It’s not so bad for the older people. 
They can sleep off the effects of their 
dinners, or drowse indolently over a 
magazine. But for the younger gen- 
eration, particularly for the boys, the 
boredom and dullness become unen- 
durable. After you’ve driven up and 
down Main street a few times there 
is nothing else to do. 

It was on such a Sunday afternoon 
—August 28—that three boys, Ernest 
Noble, Victor Nutter and Otis Nyles, 
were looking, desperately, for some- 
thing to do. They chanced to see 
Alia Yanne, a young Syrian boy. Now 
ever since the Ku Klux Klan waxed 
strong in Kearney, inflamed racial ha- 
treds and then dwindled to compara- 
tive unimportance, it “has been consid- 
ered good sport to bait the Syrians 
who live in and around here. What 
better diversion for this exceedingly 
dull Sunday afternoon? They called 
out the taunt of taunts as they passed 
Yanne, the taunt that is to a Syrian 
& challenge to battle. ‘‘Hi there, wop!”’ 
“Oh dago, dago!"’

There was 
Some tension for a time but when the 
influence of the Klan waned, things 
seemec to stand just about as they 
hati before. Except—and it was this 
exception which brought tragedy—that 
the young men and boys in Kearney 
Dersisted in their dislike and hostility 
toward the Syrians long after the or- 
Sanized movement toward hundred 
ber cent Americanism had become neg- 
ligible. And the young Syrians re- 
Mained on their guard against those 
taunting cries of ‘‘Wop!”’ 

Just so was Yanne. At the taunt 
and the threat of a pursuit Yanne 
drove his car up an alley, got out, 
doubled up his fists and waited. The

even — three against one—-and 
Yanne came off considerably 
the worse in the scuffle, beating 
a retreat at the first opportunity. 
Fleeing, he huried back a threat 
that he would bring back help to 
make the fight more 6ven. 

He went directly out to the 
Gabriel Shada farm Where the 
Syrians were celebrating their 
annual baptismal! festival, a day 
of great importance. Some seven 
or eight hundred had gathered 
for the fete. The big feast was 
in full sway when Yanne arrived. 
Accepting the counsel of the el- 
ders and forgetting hi8 anger in 
the gaiety of the occasion, he al- 
lowed the quarrel to pass. 

But the three young Ameri- 
cans still had the tervible Sun- 
day boredom confronting them. 
They followed Yanne to the 
Shada farm and sought him out. 
Before hostilities could be re- 
newed, however, one of them, Noble, 
got mixed up with another Syrian, and 
was obviously getting the worst of it. 
This was the signal for the othe> two, 
Nutter and Nyles, to retreat, leaving 
Noble to the mercies of the enemy. 

They went back to Kearney as fast 
as they could and there they began to 
organize a mob, rounding up all their 
friends that they could find. They 
hadn’t, of course, the faintest idea 
that they were forming a mob; they 
were simply going forth to an impas- 
sioned battle which was a very wel- 
come diversion. 

The word spread rapidly. At the 
leading hotel they found the Denison 
boys—Jimmy, 22, Afthur, 25, and 
Toots, 18—and four others. The elder 
Denison owns the hotel and it had be- 
come something of a gathering place 
on drab Sunday afternoons. Here 
were five very willing recruits, Ar- 
thur, the oldest Denison, declining to 
go. 

When almost the whole town had 
been canvassed, there Was a small army 
of 60 to 75 boys and men, ranging 
in age from 15 to 25. They piled into 
several trucks and autos and went 


forth to battle. 


OW Noble had come off a very 
N second best in a man-to-man 

encounter with the Syrian 
youth, having been bruised and bat- 
tered up considerably. But when the 
fight stopped, the Syrians took him 
into the farmhouse, And helped him 


to restore his normal appearance. 
They started to take him back to town. 


The two factions met not far from. 


the Shada farm. When Noble’s 
friends had taken him out of the car, 
they hurled a couple of bricks at the 
enemy and the fight was on in earnest 

Two Syrians made their way back 
to the farm to sound the alarm and 
bring assistance. It was not long be- 
fore new forces came rushing onto 
the scene, .in true Syrian fashion, 
women and children first, the men 
close behind. Cries and screams were 
heard, clubs and bricks flew every- 
where. 

The Syrians got the worst of the 
battle at every turn. They had been 
unprepared for the fray. Dozens of 
them received hlowsa over the head 
with clubs and others were painfully 
hurt with bricks. However, they 
managed to retaliate a bit and several 


Kearney boys suffered minor bruises. 


The road for several hundred vards 


was filled with a 
fighting, milling, 
cursing mass of hu- 
mans. Several lay un- 
conscious and were 
trampled underfoot. 
Then, from the 
midst of the melee, 
came the report of a 
revolver, John Sha- 
da fell, clutching at 
his throat and cry- 
ing, ‘I’ve been shot, 
I've been shot.” 


Almost at once the army from Kear- 
ney began to retreat, still shouting 
and hurling an occasional remaining 
brick or two. It was a short time 
afterward that the road was cleared 
and only a litter of clubs, sticks and 
stones and an occasional splotch of 
blood remained to indicate where the 
riot had been. 


HE victorious army was cut off 
| in its retreat by police from 
Kearney who had had word of 
the riot: When they learned a man 
had been shot, they rounded up every 
possible suspect and the city jail was 
soon filled with a very collegiate and 
aristocratic host, many of the rioters 
having been undergraduates home 
from the University of Nebraska for 
the summer vacation. 

It was all just a good joke, this go- 
ing to jail stuff, and many were the 

. valiant boasts of prowess in the day’s 
battle. ‘‘Well, the dagos got their’s 
this time.’’ That was what everyone 
felt. 

And then they earned that John 
Shada had died, three hours after the 
riot. This news had a very sobering 
effect. The protestations of innocence 
were as loud as the boasts had been. 

The State charged Jimmy Denison 
with the shooting. It was a crushing 
blow to his father, E. J. Denison, who 
is known pretty much throughout the 
state as a wealthy sportsman, a hu- 
mane and very kindly type of man. 
Jimmy was to have been a sophomore 
atthe University at Lincoln in the fall, 
his second year at pre-medic work. As 
a freshman he had won a place as 
guard on the football team and had 
distinguished himself in several games. 

But there was no returning to the 
university. He had to face trial on a 
charge of manslaughter. The prose- 
cution based its case largely on the 
testimony of Charles Shada, a brother 
of the murdered man, who said he saw 
Denison puli the gun from his pocket 
and shoot, despite his warning: ‘‘Den- 
nison, don't shoot! I know you.” 

Mrs. Rose Miller testified that her 
car was stopped by the Kearney boys 
and that Denison jumped on the run- 
ning board, gun in hand, saying: ‘““We 
won't kill you, dago, but see this, 
we're going to kill a lot of those da- 
gos down there,’ pointing to the 
Shada farm. John Shada did not 
identify Denison before he died. 


Testimony of- 
fered by Mrs. 
Charles Shada also 
was damaging to 
Denison. She tes- 
tified that she was 
watching the riot 
from the road. 
Denison was fighting and hitting her 
countrymen over the head with a club 
with reckless abandon, she said. Then 
the club was wrested from his grasp 
and she said she saw him take a re- 
volver from his pocket but did not see 
the shooting that followed. Cross- 


examination failed to shake the testi- 


mony of the Syrians. 

But the case for the defense was 
strong, too, and as the trial pro- 
gressed lines of hatred 
and prejudice were laid 
down among the towns- 
people, themselves. Ten 
witnesses were intro- 
Guced for Denison, five 
of them friends, who had 
taken part in the riot. 
The five were unanimous 
in their testimony that 
Denison was fighting in 
a ditch at the side of 
the road when the shot 
was fired. Glen Peaker, 
brother of Harold Peak- 
er, University of 
Nebraska foot- 
ball. star, was 
specific in his 
testimony that 
Denison was not 
in a position 
from which he 
could have fired 
the shot. 

The defense 
introduced three 
witnesses who 
testified that the 
fatal shot was 
fired by Sam 
Shada. They 
claimed they saw 
Shada fire a 
small revolver in 
the air and that 
a Kearney youth pulled his arm down, 
with the result that the shot struck 
John Shada. The witnesses testified 
that they saw Shada fire three times 
in the air before his arm was jerked 
down by one of the rioters. 

Throughout the trial John Shada's 
widow, his brother and sister-in-law 
and two cousins wept frequently. This, 
the defense claimed, had a marked 
influence on the jury. One of the 
principal aims of the defense was to 
distinguish between general rioting 
for which no one could be held re- 
sponsible and the firing of a murder- 
ous shot with which Denison was 
charged. 


The intense interest in the trial 


created a tension that was felt 
throughout the entire town. Several 
arguments grew into fist fights that

threatened on one or two occasions to 
become new riots. Even religion 
played a part. Members of the Epis- 
copal church, to which the Denisons 
belong, were openly hostile toward 
those who took sides against the ac- 
cused youth. The Rev. A. H. Mars- 
den, rector of the church, and many 
of the women members of the con- 
gregation attended every session of 
the trial and made pleas for Deni- 
son. 

After 17 hours of deliberation, 
when all the evidence had been pre- 
sented, the jury came in to announce 
a verdict of guilty. They: based their 
decision, one juror revealed, on the be- 
lief that Denison’s friends were lying 
to save him and that Charles Shada 
was telling the truth. Judge J. P. Hos- 
tettler sentenced Denison to seven 
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The road was filled 
with a_ fighting, 
milling, cursing 
mass of humans. 


years at hard labor. 

There was an emotional 
outburst that. approached 
hysteria with the announce- 
ment of the decision. Mr. 
and Mrs. Denison wept open- 
ly and bailiffs had great 
difficulty in keeping sympa- 
thizers from Denisons side. 
Defense attorneys are still 
undecided whether they will 
appeal. 

Although young Denison has borne 
the brunt of the consequences, he is 
not the only sufferer. Nutter and 
Noble are still held on murder charges 
but the county attorney has indicat- 
ed that the charge will be changed to 
manslaughter. They have been of- 
fered light sentences if they will plead 
guilty, but they have refused, claim- 
ing that not one of their members had 
a gun in his possession. Six other 
rioters have been given jail sentences 
ranging from 10 to 
30 days and fines up 
to $100. They are 
all under 22 years of 
age. Six others are 
awaiting sentence 
and a number of 
others afe still to be 
arrested and will 
face trial during the 
February term of 
court, it is said. The 
county attorney has 
warned parents to 
bring their sons in to 
face the music rather 
than wait for them 
to be arrested. 

Denison accepts 
bis fate good na- 
turedly enough. ‘‘I'm 
innocent,” he insists. ‘I would never 
have the heart to-shoot a man.” 

He has given up hopes of being a 
doctor, he says. He will be 29 when 
he leaves the penitentiary, or, with 
good behavior, 27. He feels that the 
best years of his ‘life will be spent 
behind prison bars—just on the out- 
ekirts of Lincoln where he was once a 
student at the university-——making 
shirts or brooms. 

.Feeling in Kearney is still very 
strong. Those who have supported 
the Denisons look the other way when 
they pass Judge Hostettler on the 
street. They say that at,the next 
election he will find out. how popu- 
lar ‘bis sentence was. But, as far as 
known, the Judge and the jurors feel 
that they did their duty, however dis-

ANDERSON, Indiana. 
HE citizens of Kankakee, 
Illinois, saw an airplane 
zooming over their heads 
the other day, and they 
did just as anyone any 
place else would do under 
the same circumstances: 
they stopped in their tracks and 
craned their necks. The usual con- 
jectures, surmises 
and comments were 
then engaged in: 
“Wonder who it is?”’ 
“ss tt eon army 
plane?’’ ‘‘No, you 
can always tell army 
planes; they’ve got 
red and white 
stripes on the rud- 
der.” And so forth 
and so on, and many 
were the guesses, 
and all of them 
were wrong. For 
the ‘intrepid  bird- 
man,’ as some of the 
more rhetorical are 
wont to describe 
those who sail 
through the air, was 
no “birdman”’ at all; 
this flyer was not 
even a ‘“birdwom- 
an’; she was a 
“birdgirl,”’ and a 13- 
year-old one at that. 
And when the 13- 
year-old saw fit, she 
brought her plane to 
the ground, the while 
stretching necks 
gradually lowered 
their elevation; she 
got out of her ma- 
chine, and she went 
to see her grandfa- 
ther, Mr. Gustave 
Poitras, who lives at 
Kankakee. Cozette 
Parker had complet- 
ed her first solo 
flight. 
Cozette’s home is 
here in Anderson. 
Anderson is 138 
miles from Kanka- 
kee. Cozette, then, 
had flown 138 
miles the first time 
she took a ship up 
with no other com- 
panion than the ship itself. And what 
is usvally considered a very good solo 
flight is one of 15 minutes, with the 
flying field never out of sight. 


HE results of young Miss 
Parker's flight were as Ameri- 
can as Kankakee. She received 
several] thousand congratulatory, laud- 
atory and effusive letters. Many were 
the proposals which, despite her ten- 
der age, poured In upon her, and four 
cinema manufacturers signified their 
willingness to enlist her in their cel- 
luloid ranks. And despite these evi- 
dences of the young lady’s fame and 
fast-spreading popularity, her mother 
and father, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Park- 
er, wondered just what was so unusu- 
al about a 13-year-old girl flying 138 
miles by herself. For the Parkers are 
what might be termed a flying family: 
that is, Mr. Parker has been flying for 
20 years, Mrs. Parker flies, Cozette’s 
15-year-old brother, Farnum, flies. 
and her younger brother, Bobby by 
name, and aged 12, expects to make 
his solo just as soon after he is 13 as 
possible. 

As we just related, Cozette’s father 
has been flying for 20 years. He was 
one of the pioneers of the air: in the 
early days of flying he was connected 
with the now historic Wright broth- 
ers, and the past two decades have 
seen Parker devoting himself entirely 
to the business of the airplane. 

When he was 22 he built his first 
flying machine, and that plane ex- 
cited much attention, the principal 
reason being that it flew. It nego-

tiated the tremendous height of 140 
feet above the ground and it stayed in 
the air for the then remarkable time 
of eight minutes. 

Those were tempestuous days for 
the aviator and for anybody or any- 
thing else in the vicinity. The gen- 
eral appearance of what was then con- 
scientiously termed an “aeroplane” 
was that of a huge box kite, and when 


the ungainly-looking thing got into 


the air it wriggled along with all the 
grace of something suffering from St. 
Vitus’ dance. It dipped, it bucked, it 
jerked. 

The frames of those old contrap- 
tions were made of spruce and ash, 
while the great open spaces between 
the sticks were covered with un- 
bleached muslin. They weighed about 
800 pounds, these machines, and they

were not bothered by such things as 
wheels; a wooden landing gear suf- 
ficed. Sometimes they worked them- 
selves up to a speed of about 40 miles 
an hour, while the pilot, and anyone 
who had the temerity to ride with him, 
sat on tiny seats, their feet sticking 
out in front of them. When the ma- 
chines came down—a feat which they 
found no difficulty in accom plishing— 
they landed plump upon their lethar- 
gic skids, and stood shiveringly still 
while a _ cloud of dust encompassed 
them. 

But since those flying days, Mr. 
Parker has had considerable experi- 
ence in the air, for he has thousands 
of flying hours to his credit and he has 
taken up hundreds and hundreds of 
passengers. Most of the money that 
came his way in the old’ days went

right back into air machines: when- 
ever he made a thousand or two out 
of a plane or netted a tidy sum from 
his passenger flights, he then went out 
and borrowed an equal sum. Where- 
upon he invested the money in a new 
plane or another workshop. Now he 
is experimenting with an air-cooled 
motor, while recently in Ohio he has 
been testing a large monoplane which 
is thinking about setting off on a very 
long nonstop flight, Mr. Parker may, 
so the story goes, pilot the machine on 
its journey. 

Mr. Parker has never had an acci- 
dent. In fact, none of the flying 
Parkers have ever had an accident. 
They take no unnecessary chances with 
the air. Parker has had near-acci- 
dents; often has he averted them and 
often has he escaped death, but these

lessness. 

The Parkers do most 
of their traveling by ma- 
chine. It was more than 
13 years ago, when Far- 
num Parker was a baby 
of 2, that Parker and 
Mrs. Parker and young 
Farnum were flying 
southward, making their 
way along the Mississip- 
pi River. It was night 
and something went 
wrong; a forced landing 
was necessary. But 
Parker achieved it, and 
not one of them was in- 
jured. 

It was on another oc- 
casion that the aero- 
nautical father had a 
rather different and a 

bit more painful experience. It 
is implied above that Parker 
never suffered injury. That is 
not quite true, for on this occa- 
sion he did, and in a most amaz- 
ing manner. 

Parker had sold a plane to two 
young men, and they had gone 
into the business of taking pas- 
sengers who desired the experi- 
ence.of aerial travel up into 
space. Some weeks after the 
purchase, Parker was piloting 
the plane for these young men. 
It was a busy afternoon, but the 
engine was not working proper- 
ly, and Parker attempted to dis- 
suade its owners from taking it 
up until it could be properly re- 
suscitated. It seems the owners 
had hardly kept it as fit as it was 
when Parker delivered it to 
them. 

But what with it being a busy 
afternoon and business being 

good, the partners prevailed upon 
Parker to try it again, and so he did, 
though much against his will and judg- 
ment. He took off, this time his pas- 
senger a rich young banker, and up 
they went into the air. But when they 
had gotten to some altitude the motor 
caught fire; the flames spread to the 
fuselage and the wealthy passenger, 
convinced, perhaps, that while death 
awaited him if he jumped from the 
machine, that would not be so danger- 
Ous as remaining where he was, chose 
the former course and started to jump. 

But Parker saw him, grabbed at him 
and held him with one hand while he 
attempted to land the ship with the 
other. Strangely enough, as this drama 
of the air was speedily progressing to- 
ward a tragedy of the air, the young 
banker, possibly in an effort to show

press himself, sank his teeth into Mr. 

Parker’s arm with such’ vigor that the:

Asit 
is quite unnecessary to relate, the pilot 
suffered appreciable pain, but notwith- 
standing the handicap, he landed his 
machine safely and perfectly. 

As before stated, the Parkers use af 
airplane to do most of their journey- 
ing about the land. Mrs. Parker knew 
how to fly long before she could drive 
an automobile. ‘And so,” she says, “it

Now, Farnum, Cozette’s 15-year-old 
brother, has 900 hours in the air to 
his credit. He has made 140 parachute 
jumps. It seems as though he might 
be called one of those veteran aviators 
that one hears 80 much about.

little grave. Scott’s daughter wrote. 


afterwards that her father stood there 
“with the saddest expression I had 
ever seen on him.”’ 

There was to be a formal dinner 
party that night, at which Scott was 
to have been the guest of honor; and 
to which many of the notables of the 
region had been invited. It was an 
event of much social importance. 

But, when Camp died, the author 
had no heart to mingle with society or 
indeed to do anything except shut him- 
self in his study and ,there to brood 
over his loss. So he dispatched a 
servant to the man who was to give 
the dinner, along with a brief note 
which has become historic. 

The note declared that Scott would 
be unable to attend the dinner be- 
cause of “the death of a dear old 
friend.’’
